THE NEW TBEATY . 

What are we, the people of the towns, villages 
and concessions, to make of the new Italian- 
British agreement? Does it concern us, or is it 
just a matter for Downing St and Fleet St? 
We may leave the foreign policy of the British 
Commonwealth entirely to Mr. Chamberlain's 
government and go on with our seeding, or we 
may try to take such an interest in foreign policj 
that Mr. Chamberlain will feel that he must pur- 
sue a course which will appeal to us as reasonable 
and wise. Mr. Chamberlain, of course, is not de- 
pendent on us for his tenure of office, but he is 
probably confident that he can depend on us in 
case of war. 

* 

Only Human 

In considering British foreign policy we must 
remember that in Britain there are all kinds of 
people, radicals, idealists, reactionary capitalists, 
pacifists and militarists. Some in Britain are 
sympathetic with the loyalist government, some 
are sympathetic with the rebels. Some in Britain 
are indignant about Italy's adventure in Abys- 
sinia, others see nothing amiss. Some in Britain 
would risk wax rather than permit the covenant 
of the League of Nations to be broken. Others 
would not approve of war for any reason. It h 
impossible for Mr. Chamberlain to please all, but 
it may be assumed that he is trying to please as 
many as he can, particularly his own supporters- 
Are You Indtoaat? * 

Now we could easily get indignant about this 
new treaty. Britain has undertaken to persuade 
the League of Nations to recognize Italy's 
sovereignty over Ethopia. When the League does 
that, it will add to its several negative failures its 
first positive failure — its first deliberate depart- 
ure, except through inaction, from the ideals of 
the great Woodrow Wilson. Italy has. agreed to 
remove her troops from Spain gradually "during 
or after" the civil war. Now we could get 
indignant, but we are among those who would 
avoid war, and we can see that Mr. Chamberlain 
may have averted an European war. 

One View 

We do not believe, however, that the world 
can scrap principles without penalty. The prin- 
cipal penalty is likely to be further weakening of 
faith in international agreements and treaties. It 
is impossible to build a better world on the sands 
of bad faith. We would call attention; to the 
remarks of Professor Norman MacKenzie, of the 
University of Toronto, on the CBC "world today" 
period on Sunday evening. Prof. MacKenzie, 
whom we happen to know, is an overseas man 
and after graduation in law after the war was 
nominated by the Canadian government as legal 
adviser to the labor department of the League) 



AFTER EASTER 

After Easter we start fresh, with new visions, 
new ideals, new courage We need a periodic 
shake-up to make us realize that our world is not 
yet perfect Inequality of opportunity between 
nations, between provinces, factwecft individuals, 
is the greatest obstacle in the way of progress, we 
would say. When a race or an Individual doe* 
not, through lack of opportunity, make the con- 
tribution that it or he might make, the whole 
world is the loser.

States Monopoly Already 

Exists In Services 

And Rates 

"I find it difficult to under- 
stand why a young country like 
Canada should go through per- 
iods of depression," F. G. Gard- 
iner, reeve of Forest Hill, told 
the Aurora Service Club at its 
regular dinner meeting on Mon- 
day night. 

Reeve. J. A. Knowles intro- 
duced Mr... Gardiner and paid 
tribute to his Unbiased attitude 
toward affairs 1 of York, county; 
Mr. Gardiner- spoke on "Some 
problems of taxation," the rail- 
wav deficits, over-government 
and the tax, burden- on I real 
estate. , , > ,,.;■: 

"The obligations, of. the Cana-. 
dian government in railways are 
now over three billion dollars 
and the annual deficit of the 
C.N.R. Is fifty million," the 
speaker stated. "Every year 
each family in Canada must find 
$35 to meet this recurring deficit. 

"Due to the increase in motor 
traffic the railways have lost 
one-third of their freight and 
two-thirds of their passenger 
traffic." 

The speaker described • the 
benefits of a unified system of 
management and advocated the 
development of n light type of 
equipment. He refuted the 
claim that railway unification 
would create a monopoly. 

"The board of railway com- 
missioners, excercises a monopoly 
now in regard to construction, 
service and rates," he declared. 

"One out of every ten people 
in Canada is directly or indirect- 
ly, supported by the govern- 
ment," Mr. Gardiner stated, In

secondary education be borne by 
the province. 

In closing* Mr. Gardiner re- 
minded his hearers that "legis- 
lation cannot precede public 
opinion."
